For one American industry the 
European war has proved literally a 
life saver. 
This is the business of 
growing and making sugar, both 
from cane and beets. 
While sugar 
does not rank in size as an agricul­ 
tural crop with corn or wheat yet 
the amount raised from American 
soil has reached large proportions, 
ranging from 3,000,000,000 to 5,000,- 
000,000 pounds a year. 
One peculiar thing about sugar is 
that it is grown in more different 
parts of American territory than any 
other crop. Cane sugar is the principal 
product of louisiana, Hawaii, Porto 
Rico and the 
Philippine Islands 
while sugar beets are grown in six­ 
teen states, from Ohio in the east to 


California in the west. 
A year ago the industry of asugar 
production was on the decline. Fol­ 
lowing the action' of Congress in re­ 
ducing the duty on foreign-grcwn 
sugar and providing for its free ad­ 
mission after May I, 1916, forty 
Louisiana mills and plantations had 
passed into the Sheriff’s hands or had 
peen disposed of at forced sale. A 
dozen 
beet 
sugar factories 
had 
closed their doors and it was expect­ 
ed that 1915 would be the last year 
during which sugar would be grown 
to any extent from American soil as 
growers declared that they coijlri not 
meet the competition of sugar pro­ 
duced under the cheap labor condi­ 
tions prevailing in tropical countries.

transport 
therefore is an essential condition to 
the island’s prosperity. 
This Jamai 
ca has not got and there seems no 
immediate prospect of improvement 
in the situation. 
England is not in a position to act, 
except to find freights for such pro­ 
ducts as she may 
Immediately 
re­ 
quire. 
The eyes of Jamaica, there­ 
fore, turn to the United States, not 
only for the reason that she is the 
island’s best customer 
for bananas, 
buying 90 per cent of the gross pro­ 
duction, but for the 
further 
reason 
that American capital and energy and 
enterprise has developed the banana 
trade to its present position of pre­ 
eminence. 
It is interesting here to note the 
relative positions of the mother state 
and America both as buyers and sell­ 
ers. In 1874 Jamaica purchased from 
Great Britain 54 per cent of her en­ 
tire importations and in 1914, 30.5 per 
cent; 
while 
she 
purchased 
from 
America in 1874, 30.8 per cent and in 
1914, 47 per cent, respectively.

other words, in forty years trade with 
Great Britain has diminished by 16.4 
per cent, while relations 
with
